Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Prior to applicants interview, applicants counsel faxed a copy of a 
RCE that was just recently submitted for this application. Applicant and applicants representative discussed with the 
examiners the history and basis of the company to which the instant application is assigned, with a focus on the 
methodologies used to identify and mutate genes and their encoded proteins. Applicants questioned the basis of the 
current rejections of record under enablement, to which the examiner continued to suggest that applciants had not 
enabled those claims drawn to a mere 70% structural identity or those polypeptides comprising a mere 100 contiguous 
amino acids of a polypeptide having 70% structural identity to the disclosed SEQ ID NO: While the examiner's 
continued to stress the necessary structural description of the claimed genus, and suggested adding additional 
structural limitations beyond the percent identity claimed as a means of overcoming the current rejection, applicants 
continued to argue that the art sufficiently taught any necessary structural knowledge necessary to arrive at the 
claimed genus of molecules, and applciants taught methods of making and assays identifying any such molecule. 
Thus applciants believed they have enabled the claimed genus. The examiner's, while impressed by applicants 
teachings and methodologies, were not persuaded by applciants argument and thus felt that applciants had not 
enabled the claimed genus of molecules drawn to a mere 70% identity to SEQ ID NO: 2, without additional structure.. 
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
